“I ask,” he said, “that even be- 
fore the dates set in the agree- 
ment which we have sent out, 
the employers, of the country who 
have not already done so -~ the

—shall at once write or telegraph 
me personally at the White House, 
expressing their intention of go- 
ing through with the plans.”

A MATTER OF CONFIDENCE 


The spectacular slump in wheat and 
other grain prices last week is keeping 
with the old adage that “wi goes up 


must come down.” Prices had been going 
up rapidly for many weeks, in anticipation 
pa crops, money inflation, and inter- 
national restriction of production and sale 
They dropped suddenly, with ruinous re- 
sults to many people who had bought at 
the higher levels 
How and why they dropped is now th 
subject of wide and keen debate. As usual, 


the grain dealers are coming in for a gen- 
erous measure of blame. “They” are said 
to have boosted prices, sold heavily, and 
then knocked the bottom out of the mar- 
ket and let it collapse. Since the private 
dealers have been hedging their buying by 
selling to the wheat pool, that explanation 
of the debacle seems to amount to a claim 
that the pool deliberately hammered prices 
down to a lower level than it had paid: 
which hardiv appears likely. 

What is cbvious is that it was the pub- 
lic, not the dealers, who created the de- 
mand that sent prices up. The “bulls” 
were in front of the counter, not behind it. 
The buyers of “futures” bid up the prices, 
and thus brought about the situation re- 
sulting in the sudden collapse. 

The other obvious thing is that panic 
seized those who had been buying and they 
unloaded as fast as they could, at any price 
they could get. When everybody is selling 
the result is exactly the reverse of the 
trend when everybody is buying. 

These are facts not to be overlooked in 
placing the blame for the slump. For what 
ever reason, public confidence weakened, 
and prices dropped accordingly, just as 
they started back up the scale when the 
panic subsided and confidence began to re- 
turn. 

Whoever lost, whatever the general re- 
sults, and whatever the future price ten- 
dency, one outcome of the “boom” has 
been that many farmers who had held their 
wheat were able to sell it for twenty or 
thirty cents a bushel more than they have 
been offered during the last three years. 
The speculator may have been foolish with 
his money, but he at least did the farmers 
a good turn.

The 
great pre-Cambrian shield is yielding a crop 
Labrador is the latest to announce a notable gold 
strike. “Spectacular wealth” is reported by a pros- 
pecting party working 2000 feet above sea level. 
One chap says, “Instead of Newfoundland selling 
Labrador to the province of Quebec, we will be 
able to buy Quebec or other provinces.” That 
sounds optimistic, and optimism is the motive force 
in gold mining 

An entymologist would assume that Labrador 
is a good field for gold-prospecting. I've never 
heard the story of its naming, but its name, La 
Bras d'Or—The Arm of Gold—is encouraging. Per- 
haps they had the equivalent of the modern mining 
prospectus writer at the French court when the 
first explorer of Labrador gave it its name 


The same prospector says that where he is 
working 2000 feet above sea-level the thermometer 
goes to 90 during the daytime but sinks so low at 
night that ice forms on the water in the lakes. He 
omitted to say that flies and ‘skeeters can make 
life miserable for humans in Labrador. 

Temperature can play tricks in more places than 
Labrador Brazil. where coffee grows, where 
tropical forests abound and where, as “Charley's 
Aunt” made known to millions, “the nuts come 
from,” has freezing weather at times Rio de 
Janeiro reports that on July 17 it was ten to twelve 
degrees below zero in Parana 

In the Sahara desert—where the sheiks come 
from—it is bitterly cold at nights. Sailors know 
there is frost on deck at night at times in the Red 
Sea though in the daytime it is nearer hell heat 
than anywhere else on the globe. Troops who in 
wartime guarded the Suez Canal zone suffered 
from cold at nights as from heat in the daytime 
There's hardiy a place in Canada where people 
may complain of the heat in summer and the cold 
in winter that hasn't a delightful climate if they 
only knew it 

In my own experience on this continent I've 
endured three drought summers in Saskatchewan 
(with winters to match), crossed glaciers on the 
range and wintered in Alaska. They were 
all bearable. The one unbearable incident was in 
lower Texas a few I'd heard of “Texas 
northers” that suddenly the mountains 
and smite men and cattle with their cold.

I recently read a report stating that some French 
doctors claimed wine to be a better food than milk 
I Ido not know upon what facts they based their 
contention, but I do know of one instance where 
wine cannot take the place of 
milk and that is in the treat. 
ment of stomach ulcers, for the 
milk diet undoubtedly remains 
the best method for healing the 
ulcered condition. In my own 
practice I have found that the 
straight milk diet is the best 
means of encouraging the raw 
inflamed surfaces to heal and is 
far superior for this purpose 
over other diet. 

Some doctors are now trying 
a diet of sliced bananas and 
cream for ulcered patients, but 
I am sure that better results will 
be obtained from the straight milk diet. I have 
had a fair amount of success with the avocado diet, 
using one small ripe avocado about every two 
hours during the day without other foods. Some 
patients tolerate this diet fairly well but most of 
them become nauseated after four or five days and 
have to be switched back to a milk diet.

I have noticed that in my mail for the past yea: 
there has been an increasing demand for informa- 
tion on stomach ulcers which leads me to believe 
that this disorder is becoming more and more 
common.

With 66 delegates in attendance, 
the sixth annual convention of the 
Alberta Postmasters’ Association 
got underway in the Palm Reom 
of the Macdonald hotel, Tuesday 
Morning. It was expected that the 
@ttendance would exceed the 100 
mark before sersions closed for the 


day 
Feature of the commencement of 
the three-day conference was the 


address of President H. Morgan, of | 


Didsbury, who made special refer- 
ence to political partizanship in the 
yemoval of postmasters from posi- 
tions He outlined suggested 
changes in regulations governing 
this procedure, as follows: 

1—That in the case of postmast- 
@:5 earning less than $400 per year, 
that the member of parliament 
Signing a complaint that a_ post- 
masier is guilty of political partis 
anship be required to state the 
grounds of complaint before the 
employee is removed from service 
At the present time the employee 
fis removed on the signed statement 
of the member and no grounds are 
required 

2—That in the case of postmast- 
ers earning between $400 to $3,000 
per year, that on the complaint of 
a member of parliament or public 
person such complain be fully in- 
vestigated and the person complain- 
ing he required to submit sworn 
staiements supported by witnesses 
that the postmaster is guilty of par- 
tisanship. No sworn statement is 
required under the present system. 

3—That in the case of postmast 
ers earning over $3,000 per year, 
that complaints be investigated by 
a commission and no person laying 
the complaint be allowed to apply 
for the vacancy, if the postmaster 's 
dismissed, within one or two years 
after the filing of the charges.

Another recommendation made at 
Tuesday morning's session was thal

Referring to the 10 per cent re- 
duction in earnings of postmasters 
put into effect some time ago, Pres- 
ident Morgan informed delegates 
that a protest against such action 
had been aired in the House of 
Commons. But the association was 
“up against a brick wall” in this 
connection owing to stringent 
financial times. He felt that no pro- 
gress could be made with the pro- 
test until conditions improved

the executive for the whole-hearted 
support it had given him during 
his time in office and hoped that 
the association would prosper in 
the future

TORONTO, July 5—Ejight tiny 
charred bodies Monday night

Fire at Sarnia took the lives of 
five children of an Indian family 
on the Sarnia reserve. Three little 
boys died in their father's log- 
cabin in Duncannon township when 
lightning set fire to their home. 

Monica Mahon was found dead 
in a service station near Fort Car- 
ling after lightning had = struck. 
Mrs. George Bell was killed while 
bathing at Waubaushene. cight- 
ning struck her. Lewis Johnston, 
Toronto, died in Orangeville hos- 
pital from injuries received when 
his car toppled into a ditch after a 
flash of lightning had blinded the 
driver 

At Sarnia, the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas White were awakened 
by smoke early today. White, his 
wife, and their tw: year-old daugh- 
ter escaped from their 
home. John Benjamin, 12, Leroy, 
10; Earl, eight; Reynold, six and 
Milton, four, were trapped and 
burned to death. Mrs. White man- 
aged to get Reynold from the house 
but he died in her arms
